Claim 1 was discussed in particular with regards to the inert environment and the presence of the blowing agent in the 
secondary reference to Joern. Joern discloses suitable carboxylic acid isocyanurate cataylst. including alpha-hydroxy 
carboxylic acids, but Joern requires a blowing agent in the process and therefore a person having ordinary skill in the 



art would not necessarily assume that the carboxylic acids are functional eguivalents because the blowing agent is a 
necessity and therefore because the blowing agent is required the "inert" claim limitation would not be met. As such, 
the examiner agreed to withdraw the Joern reference and conduct another search of the prior art.
